House of Education— An interesting function in connection with this 
mst tutton was held at Ambl.side on June aoth. The principal families 
m the neighbourhood weie invited to meet the Bishop of Carlisle and Mrs. 
Bardsley, and a large number availed themselves of the invitation. After 
tea, Colonel Withers took the chair. The students then examined one 
another on the principles of character training and on the best methods of 
overcoming bad habits. The visitors were greatly interested in hearing one 
student conduct a class showing, with illustrations, how to teach French to 
children of various ages by means of songs, games, recitations, and reading. 

An exhibition of Swedish drill followed ; then pretty ball exercises and 
Kindergarten games. 


Another student told a tale with such effect to a group of children that 
they quite forgot the presence of a large company and listened most atten- 
tively. 

Foot, head, and .arm bandaging followed, and the making of poultices, 
the little patients walking round to exhibit the result, and winning great 
praise from the Bishop and Mrs. Bardsley. The power the students showed 
in examining each other proved their fitness to teach pupils of an advanced 
age, while many of their subjects would delight little children. 

The Bishop remarked that the Institution supplied a great need ; that in 
his young days there were no trained governesses who understood the im- 
portance of the cultivation of good habits and character-training. He was 
much interested in the Swedish Drill, and said that the rhythmic grace 
of movement was vastly superior to the ungraceful actions seen in many 


ordinary games. ,

Dr. Hill, Master of Downing College, remarked, when standing upon Red 
Screes, that never before had the surrounding country appeared to him so 
interesting as during the demonstration by his friend Mr. Marr.
